MOSCOW un — Reiterating her 
9 -y ear-old stand on arms questions, 
the Sov iet Union has called for a 
world freeze on armaments and 
the immediate destruction of all 
atomic and hy drogen weapons. 
The Russian declaration was is­ 
sued Friday night, a week before 
the scheduled reopening of disarm­ 
ament discussions in London by a 
United Nations subcommittee. It 
announced that Deputy 
Foreign 
Minister 
Andrei 
Gromy ko 
and 
J acob Malik, Russian ambassador 
to London, would represent the 
Sov iet Union in the talks. 
Insisting that Western powers 
were intensify ing the arms race 
and production of atomic weapons 
by pushing for the rearmament of 
Western Germany , the statement 
said: 
“ The Sov iet gov ernment consid­ 
ers 
atomic 
weapons 
should 
be 
banned and effectiv e international 
control established for the prohi­ 
bition of atomic weapons and the 
reduction 
of 
arms 
and 
armed 
forces, first of all of the major 
powers. 
“ An important step in that di­ 
rection would be an international 
agreement under which the states 
would make a solemn pledge to 
refrain from using such weapons.” 
The statement proposed that a 
general 
international 
conference 
on reduction of armaments be held 
sometime this y ear and said the 
Sov iet Union wants the nations: 
1. To “ abolish completely the 
stocks of atomic and hy drogen 
bombs which states possess, lead­ 
ing to ex clusiv e utilization of atom­ 
ic materials for peaceful purposes. 
2. Not to increase the size of 
their armed forces and their arm­ 
aments as compared with the lev el 
of J an. I, 19 55, as well as not to 
increase allocations for military 
purposes as compared with budget 
allocations for 19 55.” 
The statement charged that re­ 
cent decisions of the North Atlan­ 
tic Treaty Organization (NATO) 
were aimed at war preparations 
and “ cannot but lead to increased 
danger of a dev astating atomic 
war.”

Senate leaders passed the word 
that the congressional pay hike, 
already ov erwhelmingly approv ed 
by the House, will be called up in 
the Senate nex t week, probably 
Monday . 
“ I think it’s highly inappropriate 
to hurry and rush this bill through j 
early in the session,” Bush said 
in an interv iew.

week for a $10,000 y early raise in 
Congressmen’s pay to $25,000, in­ 
cluding a $2,500 ex pense account, 
and continuing a 
special $3,000 
ex emption from income tax es in­ 
tended to offset the cost of main­ 
taining a second home in Wash- 
I ington. 
A similar Senate bill, calling for 
a raise to $22,500 a y ear, was 
speedily approv ed by the Senate 
J udiciary Committee. 
Both House and Senate bills also 
I call for liberal increases in pay 
of federal judges. 
Bush said he plans first to try 
to separate the judicial pay boost 
I from that for members of Con­ 
gress. 
“ They are two separate ques­ 
tion,” Bush said, adding that he 
fav ored raising the pay for jus­ 
tices of the Supreme Court and 
other federal judges. 
“ When a judge takes a place on 
the federal bench he giv es up all 
other sources of income and de­ 
v otes IOO per cent of his time,” 
' he said. “ Some of the states now 
pay their judges better than che 
federal gov ernment.” 
If the separation effort fails, 
Bush said he will support the pro­ 
posal of Sen. Williams (R-Del> to 
delay any pay increases until the 
federal budget is balanced.

It is an old joke that the gov ernment can 
giv e away many things but not rainfall. 
Freedom is safer as long as gov ernments 
do not possess this power. Dictatorship 
could be more powerful than ev er in the 
past if it had the secret of deny ing or sup­ 
ply ing life-giv ing water. 
But Washington is seeking to discov er 
what the potentialities of artificial rain­ 
making may be. The President has an ad­ 
v isory committee on weather control which 
will ev aluate priv ate efforts to modify the 
weather. Detailed monthly reports will be 
receiv ed from all rain makers and other 
weather) ex perimenters. The gov ernment 
will put together a final report in 1956. 
Theoretically , at least, seeding clouds 
may produce rainfall. But ex perimenters 
are going bey ond that. Way s are claimed 
of prev enting rainfall when too much has 
fallen. 
This opens the v ista to a possible pattern 
of “the gov ernment giv es and the gov ern­ 
ment takes away .” It is not difficult to 
imagine citizens of a state that is “wrong'’ 
politically with their tongues hanging out 
until they y ielded to the dominant political 
organization. The result would be a cen­ 
tral gov ernment with powers deriv ed not 
from the people but from the whims of the 
gov ernment itself.

On Febru ary 25 milions of chu rch 
women all over the world will join 
in 
prayer in commemoration of 
the World Day of Prayer. This ob­ 
servance was first established in 
1887. Mrs. Darwin R. James, then 
president of the Women’s Board of 
Home Missions of the Presbyterian 
Chu rch, called for a nationwide day 
of prayer for the Home Mission 
program in her chu rch. The re­ 
sponse was so great that a day was 
set apart annu ally.
